HASTE TO SUGAR TOWN 


Instead of Mexican Uprising 
At Los Alamitos, Seren­ 
ity Is Found 


Summoned by Constable 
John 
M urillo of Los Alam itos, who re­ 
ported that a M exican flag had 
been hoisted and that 
a 
sinall- 
sized revolution appeared to be 
brewing, Sheriff Jackson mobiliz­ 
ed Under Sheriff Im an and Depu­

speeded in bis automobile to the 
sugar town early last night, only 
to find everything peaceful at the 
Mexican colony. 


Spurred on by visions of streets 
littered 
with 
dead 
and 
dying, 
houses aflame, 
bullets 
stabbing 
the atmosphere 
and 
the 
entire 
beetland countryside 
in 
terror. 
Sheriff Jackson ' gave ’er the gun,” 
hurtling his gas machine through 
thick and thin, stopping neither 
for ruts nor mud, and, shattering 
all known records in his wild ride, 
hashed 
into Los Alam itos—only 
to find all serene. 
Instead of a fusilade of shots, 
the sheriff and his 
party were 
greeted by nothing more alarm ­ 
ing than a general popping open 
of doors and windows. 
As the of­ 
ficial machine 
careened 
madly 
down the “ main drag” dozens of 
M exicans’ eyes stared sleepily and 
curiously from out the lowly cot­ 
tages of the peons. 
Not a hos­ 
tile move was made, not a hostile 
word uttered. 
True, a Mexican flag was found. 
But, insteai. of floating defiantly 
from a proud height, the banner 
hung limp outside a window, hav­ 
ing been placed there, according 
to the owner of the house, to keep 
out the wind and 
to 
assure the 
privacy of those living within. 
The owner of the flag was in­ 
structed to take it down and to 
refrain in the future from display­ 
ing it. 
The officers made a round of the 
town.
